He probably feared that
Sumnper and Wilson wounld be after him to
give the appointment to one of their personal
friends who would not cheapen the office by
hesitating about its acceptance; and

With regard to the amount of work accom-
plished, the report states that ‘‘the percentage
of genunine reformation will bear favorable
comparison with that of any diffieult reform-
ing work,” and even if less had been accom-
plished than the above figures show, this
mission would still be entitled to the cordial
support of the public. The Midnight Mission
must be supported by the publie if itis to
continue. At the end of 1569 it was $500 in
debt, and the lowest estimate for the neces-
sities of the present year was $2500, This is
a very small amount for a great city like this

Lonst year New York gave upwards of
#10,000 to the Midnight Mission, besides
sustaining one or two similar institutions
and several Mpgdelen Asylums, and there
cortainly ought to be no diffienlty in furnish-
ing the mission in this city with all the
funds it may require. We have called the
attention of our readers to the claim of the
Midnight Mission, with the hope that liberal
pecuniary and other aid will be extended to
it.
